been found necessary to supplement very large- 
ly that amount, as everybody must be aware of 
the impossibility of maintaining anything like an 
efficient Mounted Police Force in the wpper conn- 
try at an expenditure of $20,000 o year. As 
we said in writing upon this subject not long ago, 
the necessity for such a force is becoming less 
just in proportion as the means of locomotion be- 
come matared,.and the ogeasion for people to 
travel alone with large amonnts of treasure about 
their persons decreases. With the Bunking fa- 
cilities‘now afforded in Cariboo, and the admir- 
able Express arrangements made by Mr. Barnard 


. for the safe transmission of treasure from the 


interior, there is not likely to be much to tempt 
the highway robber even this year. The instan- 
ces where miners will carry their own treasure 
down will be confined chiefly to rich claim own- 
em, having enough to make it an object to save 
sthe Express or Bank charges ; and in such cases 
strong parties will generally be formed so as to 
render any attempt at robbery extremely improb- 
able as well as unprofitable. Weare glad, there- 
fore, to find the..Legislative Council setting their 
face- against what must at best be considered a 
doubtful and very expensive experiment. The 
members from the interior who supported the 
measure did so, doubtless, because it had been 
asked for by their constituents, not because the 
country generally demands such an institution, 
for such is really not the case.
